Now foz the pꝛeventing the like Bilchicks fo2 the 
future, and that a certain and undoubted Method 
map be obſerved therein fo2 the time to come, Be tt 
declared by the Right Yonourable the Lord Mayor, 
Aldermen and Commons in Common Council Atiem- 
blcd, and by the Authozity thereof, That the Right
